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I’ulliug up liie Goitlen Horn to-day in a caique with­ 
out any Uefuiite erriind, (a sort o f excursion particularly 
after my own heart,) I was amused at the caijee’s ask­ 
ing my companion, who shaves clean like a Christian, 
and has his clothes from Regent street, and looks for 
aught I can see, as much like a foreigner in Constauti- 
noplo as m yself, “ in whal vessel 1 had arrived.” 
W e 
asked him if he had ever seen 
either 
o f us before.— 
“ No !” 
How then did he know that my friend, who 
had not 
hitherto spoken a word 
o f Turkish, 
was 
not as lately arrived as myself? 
W hat is it that so in­ 
fallibly, in every part of the world, distinguishus the 
stran ger 7 
W e passed under the .stern o f an outlanJish-Iooking 
ve.ssel just dropping her anchor. 
Her deck w'as crowd­ 
ed witli men and women in singular costumes, and near 
the helm, apparently under the 
protection o f a dark 
visaged fellow, in a voluminous turban, stood three 
young, and, as well a.s we could see, uncommonly pret­ 
ty girls. 
The captain answered to our hail that he was 
from Trebizond, and his pa.ssengers were slaves for the 
bazaar. 
H ow redolent o fth o e a st! 
W ere one but a 
Turk, now, to forestall the market, and barter for a 
pair of those dark eyes while they are still full o f sur­ 
prise and innocence ! 
W 'e janded at the Fanur. 
Bow-windows crowded 
with fair laces, in enormous pink turbans, naked shoul­ 
ders, (which I am already so orientalized as to think 
indecent,) puflbd curls and pinched waists, reminded us 
at every step tb.at w’e 
were 
in a Christian quarter of 
Constantinople. 
From this paltry and miserable suburb 
spring the modern princes o f Greece, the Mavrocorda- 
los, and Gliikas, the Hospodar.s of Wallaciiia and .Mol­ 
davia, the subtle, insinuating, intriguing, but talented 
and ever successful l anariotes. 
One hoars so much of 
them in Europe, and so much is made o f a stray scion 
from tho very far-traced root o f Palceologus or some 
equally boasted blood o f tho Fnnar, (I met met a Fana- 
riote princess G 
at the baths of Lucca last year, 
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whom I except from every disparaging remark,) 
that 
lie is a little disappointed with llie dirty alleys and the 
stuffed windows, shown him as the hereditary homes of 
these very sounding names. 
There are a hundred fumi- 
lie.i at least in the Fanar, that trace their origin back to 
no less than an imperial stock, and there is not a house 
in the whole quarter th.it would pass bi our couutry for 
a respectable barn. 
In personal 
appearance they are 
certainly very inferior to any other race o f their own 
nation. 
And .Vlbanians and the Greeks I saw at Napo­ 
li and in the Moreu, were (except tho North American 
Indians) the 
finest 
people, 
physically, 
I have ever 
been among ; while it would be difficult to find a more 
diminutive and degenerate looking 
body o f men and 
wom en, than swarm in this nest of Grecian Princes. 
W e re-entered our little bark, and gliding along leis­ 
urely through the crowd of piades, kacham bas and 
caiques, landed at Stamboul and walked on tow-ard the 
bazaar. 
A lw ays discovering new passages in that laby­ 
rinth o f shops, w e found ourselves after an hour’s ramb­ 
ling in a long street of booksellers. 
This is rather the 
oldest and narrovyest part of the bazaar, and the light of 
heaven meets witli the additional interruption of two 
rows of pillars with arched friezes standing in the mid­ 
dle o f thd street. 
On entering the literary twilight of 
the passage in the rear of these columns, the classic 
nostril detects instantly the genuine odour of manuscript, 
black-letter, and ancient binding ; and the trained eye, 
accustomed to the dim niches of libraries, wanders over 
the w'ell-piled shelves with their quaint rows of volumes 
in vellum, and appreciates at once their varied richea 
Here i.s nothing of the complexion of a shelf .at the Har­ 
pers’, or the H cndces’, or the Careys’— no fresh and 
uncut novel, no new-born poem, no political p.amphlet 
or gay souvenir ! 
.\nd the priceless treasures of learn­ 
ing are not here doled out by a talkative publisher or a 
dapper clerk, skilled only in tlie lettered backs of the 
volumes he barters. 
But in sombre and uneven row.s, 
or laid in heap.s, wdioee order is not in their similarity of 
binding, but in the correspondence of their contents, lie 
venerable and much-thumbed tome^ of Arabic or Per- 
.si.’ui -, while the venerable bibliopole, seated motionless 
on his barns, with his gray beard reaching to his crossed 
slippers, peruses an illuminated volnmo o f Hatiz, lifting 
his eyes from the page only to revolve some sweet im ­ 
age in his mind, and murmur a low “ peckhie!” o f ap- 
prolmtion. 
W e hud .stepped hack into the last century. 
Here 
was the calaruus still in use. 
Tho small, brown reed, 
not yet superseded by the more useful but less cl.i.ssic 
quill, stood in every clotted inkstand, and nothing less 
than t!ie purchase o f a whole scrivener’s furniture, 
from a bearded bookworm, whose benevolent face 
took my fancy, would sullice my enthusiasm. 
N et to 
waste all our oriental experience at a single stall, we 
strolled farther on to buy an illuminated Nailz. 
W e 
slopped siiiuiltaneously before an old Armenian who 
seemed, by his rusty calpuck and shabby robe, to bo

the expense oi ihe culprit. 
'1 here are, proiiaidy, five 
dogs to every num in Gonstaulinopie, and besides their 
j incessant burking, they often endanger the lives i>f chil­ 
dren and Hlrangers. 
flIacFarline, I think, telks the story 
oi a drunken .sea-captain, who was entirely devoured 
by the dog.s at 'I'ophnna— nothing being foini«! of l»im in 
the morning but his “ indigestible pigtail !” 
W e entered the conn of Sultan Bajazet, ;u>d found 
the majestic plane frees that .shadow its arabesque foun­ 
tains, bending beneath the weight o f hundreds of pen­ 
sionary pigeons. 
H ere, as at several o f the mo.sqnes, ! 
an old man sits by the gate, whose business it is to ex- ' 
pend the alms given him, in distributing grain to t!ic.se 
sacred birds. 
Not to be out-done in pietv, my friend i 
gave the blind old Turk a piastre—and as he arose and ! 
unlocked the box beneath him, the pigeons de.scended i 
about us in such a cloud as, literally, to darken tho air. | 
Handful after handful was then thrown among them, 
and tho be.autiful creatures ran over our feet and flut­ 
tered round us with a fearlessness, that sufticiently 
proved the safety in wliicb they haunted the sacred pre­ 
cincts. 
In a few minutes they soared all together again, 
to the trees, and their mussulman-feeder resumed his 
seat upon the box to wait for anollier charitv. 
A crowd of women at the harem gate, in ilie rear of 
the .seraskier's palace, attracted our attention. 
Upon 
inquiry, w e fuund that he had married a d.iughter to one 
ot the sultan’s military officers, and the bridal party was 
expected presently to com e out in aru bas, and make 
the tonr ol the Hippodrome, on the way to the house 
of the bridegroom. 
W e wiled away an hour returning 
the gaze of curiosity bent upon us from the idle and 
bright eyes o f a hundred women, and the first of the 
gilded vehicles marie its appearance ; though in the same 
style o f ornament with the one 1 have already described, 
it (liftererf in being drawn by Jiorses, and having a frame 
top, with small round mirrors set in the corners. 
W ith­ 
in sat four vei*y young wom en, one o f whom was tho 
bride ; but wliicli, we found no one who could tell us. 
It is no desciif*lion o f a face in the east to .say, that 
the eyes were dark, and tlie nose regular— all that the 
jealous yashniack permitted us to ascertain of the beau- i 
ty o f the bride. 
Their eyes are all dark, and their 
noses are a}l regular ; the Turkish nose diftcriug from 
the Grecian, as that o f tho Anfinous from the Apollo, 
only in its more volupluou.? fulne.ss, and a no.stril less 
dlatcd. 
Four darker pairs o f eyes, how ever, 
and four 
brows o f whiter orb never pined in harem, or w’ere re­ 
flected 
in those goldeu-rimmed 
mirrors ; and as the 
twelve succeeding arubas rattled by, and in each suit 
four young women, with the same eternal dark 
eyes, 
“ full o f sleep ,” and the s;imc curved and pearly fore­ 
head, and noses like the .Antinous, 1 thought of toujours 
p e rd rix , and felt that ii there had been but one with a 
slight toss in that prominent member, it would not have 
been displeasing. 
In a conversjilion with a Greek bidy the 
other day, 
she remarked that the veils of the Turkish ladic.s con­ 
ceal no charms. 
Their moutlis, she say.s, are generallv 
coarse, and their tt;eth, from the itnmoderate use of 
sweetmeats, or neglect, or .some other cause, almost 
universally defective. 
H ow far the interest excited by 
these hidden features may have jaundiced the eyes of 
my fair informer, I cannot say ; hut as a general fact, 
uneducated wom en, whatever other beauties lliey may 
possess, have rarely e\pres.sivc or agreeable mouths.— 
Nature forms miti ooloui-a tit« nois«), ti«o oyom, *Ko iV»«-*- 
head, and the complexion ; but the character, from the 
cradle up, moulds gradually to its own inward changes, 
the plastic and passion-breathing lines o f the lips. 
A l- I 
lowing this, it would be ratlier surprising if there was a 
mouth in all Turkey that had more than a prettv silli­ 
ness at the most— the art o f dyeing their finger nails, 
and painting their eye-brows, being the highest bninch- 
es of female 
education. 
How they came bv these 
“ eyes that teacli us what the sun i.s made o f,” tiie vale.s 
o f (ieorgia and Circas.sia best can tell. 
And so having rambledaw'ay a sunny autumn day, 
and earned some little apjietite, if not experience, w e | 
will get out of Slamboul, before the sun-set guard make.s 
us prisoners, and climb up to our dinner in I’eiai. 
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bastiti hand and i.s constauily receiving ami inamifaeltirina 
l ‘aper.

this body corporate holds that it had a light to put down 
“ the Government at W ashington,” aril put up a G ov­ 
ernment o f its own choice. 
The expression of an opin­ 
ion by the Chief Magistrate adverse t* a claim o f right 
to perpetuity in an institution about 'o expire by the 
limitation of its own charter, is constried to be an a g ­ 
gression , not only on the money govtrnment, but “ on 
the la w s a n d constitu tion,” which, therefore, tho 
corporation feels bound to take the fieli to deliver from 
the administration o f those to whom the People had 
confided the trust. 
That “ m ain national object— a 
sound c u rr en cy ” — is no longer the stain concern of 
the Bank, but it now stands forth the champion “ f o r 
the constitution and la w s." 
It does not, however, circumscribe its usefulness to 
the defence o f the constitution and luws against those to 
whom the people have, for the present, entrusted their 
administration. 
No ; “ the situation an d efforts o f 
the B a n k ” have been “ quite w a r rant a b ly" used by 
“ the politicians, in an d j ut o f Concrsss, opposed to 
the Jackson A d m in istra tio n , and the V a n B u r e n 
s u c c e s s i o n .” 
T his, take it altogetker, amounts to a 
proclamation that the Bank has assumed upon itself the 
contin ual protectorship of the country 
It is resolved, 
not only to take care o f the “ constitution and the 
la w s " in the present exigency, but to provide for their 
administration hereafter. 
T he succession is now open­ 
ly avowed to be one o f the objects to which its “ efforts” 
may be “ quite warrantably” directed— and the politi­ 
cians are given to understand that as “ they com plicated 
it J u rth er w ith the g e n e ra l p olitical stru g g le, and 
tu rn ed its whole case to account, as J a r as possible, 
an d tvith perfect p r o p r ie ty , f o r the cantoe o f oppo­ 
sition ," so, now, “ its whole case,” and “ all appliances 
to boot,” are again at their service. 
T he Bank organ 
does not fail to indicate to the politicians the m odus 
operandi. 
From the following, it will be seen that 
the Bank will continue to print, and its adherents are to 
carry on the business o f speech and panic m aking :— 


“ It may be expected that the principal W hig orators 
will exhibit, in their deepest colors, and under every as­ 
pect and tendency, the relative situation of the govern­ 
ment and country, and the evils which the events of
